Referring to Dociunent 1 cited in the International 
Search Report : [0032] to [0063] and Figs . 1 to 7 of JP 11-316134 
A, Document 1 discloses a similar constitution to the magnetic 
sensor claimed in claim 1 of the application. Therefore, 
claim 1 has neither novelty nor inventive step. 

In Document 1, a half bridge shown in Fig. 2 of Document 
1 is utilized in order to detect the resistance change of a 
magnetic detecting device. In this respect. Document 1 
differs from the constitution claimed in claim 2 of the 
application. It is, however, a usual practice to utilize a 
full bridge combined with a fixed resistor for the purpose 
of detecting the output of a sensor device. Accordingly, it 
is easy for those skilled in the art to reconstitute the 
magnetic sensor disclosed in Doctiment 1 into one using the 
full bridge. 

As a consequence, claim 2 has not inventive step. 
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
